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Introduction 


THE  1963  TRANSPORTATION  CENSUS  PROGRAM 

This  report  is  one  of  a  series  presenting 
the  results  of  the  1963  Census  of  Transporta- 
tion. It  deals  specifically  with  business  enter- 
prises that  are  primarily  engaged  in  rendering 
truck  and  bus  transportation  services  to  the 
public,  except  those  that  are  subject  to  eco- 
nomic regulation  by  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  (ICC)  and  those  that  are  owned 
or  operated  by  municipalities  or  other  govern- 
mental bodies. 

The  other  major  parts  of  the  1963  Census 
of  Transportation  were  the  Truck  Inventory  and 
Use  Survey,  the  Commodity  Transportation 
Survey,  and  the  Passenger  Transportation 
Survey. 


AUTHORITY 

The  Census  of  Transportation  is  required 
by  law  under  Title  13  of  the  United  States  Code, 
sections  131,  191,  and  224.  This  is  the  first 
time  that  a  census  of  this  type  has  been  under- 
taken. The  next  one  is  scheduled  by  law  to 
cover  1967  with  future  censuses  to  be  taken 
at  5-year  intervals  thereafter. 


SCOPE 

TRUCK  AND  BUS  CARRIERS.  For  purposes  of 
this  survey,  truck  and  bus  carriers  are  defined 
as  business  firms  included  in  the  active  records 
of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject  to 
payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act 
(FICA)  taxes  (i.e.,  employers  of  one  or  more 
persons)  and  which  were  classified  in  the  rec- 
ords of  the  Social  Security  Administration  as 
being  in  one  of  the  following  groups  in  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  Manual: 

Truck  Carriers — 

SIC  4212     Local   trucking  and   draying, 

without  storage 
SIC  4213     Trucking,  except  local 
SIC  4214     Local   trucking   and    storage, 

including  household  goods1 

Bus  Carriers — 

SIC  4111     Local  and  suburban  transit 
SIC  4119     Local    passenger   transporta- 
tion, not  elsewhere  classified 
SIC  4131      Intercity  bus  lines 


1  The  firms  classified  in  this  industry  were  a  part  of  the  universe 
for  the  census  of  business  as  well  as  the  census  of  transportation. 
Instead  of  sending  two  questionnaires  to  these  firms,  one  in  con- 
nection with  the  census  of  business  and  the  other  for  the  Motor 
Carrier  Survey,  the  trucking  questions  were  included  in  the  census 
of  business  form  to  serve  both  purposes.

In  order  to  avoid  unnecessary  reporting 
and  duplication,  motor  carriers  of  property  and 
persons  subject  to  ICC  economic  regulations 
were  not  included  in  the  census,  since  such 
data  are  collected  and  published  by  the  ICC. 
Most  motor  carrier  operations  by  municipalities 
or  other  governmental  bodies,  including  school 
bus  services,  are  not  covered  by  the  Social 
Security  System.  For  that  reason,  the  basic 
lists  did  not  include  an  adequate  representation 
of  these  specific  classes  of  carriers,  and  the 
small  number  that  were  in  the  lists  were  ex- 
cluded from  the  tabulations. 

In  brief,  the  scope  of  the  truck  and  bus 
carrier  data  may  be  described  in  general  terms 
as  follows: 

The  truck  carrier  data  represent  motor 
carriers  of  property  that  render  trucking 
services  to  the  public,  but  are  not  subject 
to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
economic  regulations.  They  consist  of 
carriers  engaged  in  intrastate  or  local 
service  and  interstate  carriers  of  nonman- 
ufactured  agricultural  products  and  fish, 
and  they  are  normally  referred  to  as 
"exempt  carriers." 

The  bus  carrier  data  represent  nongovern- 
mental^ owned  motor  carriers  of  passen- 
gers, except  those  that  are  subject  to  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  eco- 
nomic regulations.  They  are  engaged 
largely  in   local   service. 

TRUCKING  BY  PUBLIC  WAREHOUSES.  This 
type  of  trucking  involves  for-hire  truck  services 
rendered  to  the  public  by  business  establish- 
ments that  were  classified  as  public  warehouses 
in  the  1963  Census  of  Business  and  who  re- 
ported that  the  principal  type  of  public  ware- 
house or  facility  was  "local  trucking  and 
storage,  including  household  goods."  This 
category  d«es  not  include  public  warehouses 
or  facilities  that  were  primarily  (a)  household 
goods  and  storage — not  engaged  in  local 
trucking,  (b)  freight  trucking  terminal,  (c) 
general  warehousing  and  storage,  or  (d)  re- 
frigerated warehousing;  even  though  these 
facilities  may  have  rendered  some  trucking 
services. 

No  duplication  exists  between  the  trucking 
operations  reported  by  the  motor  carriers  and 
those  reported  by  the  warehouses,  because 
each  establishment  had  only  one  chance  of 
being  included  in  the  Social  Security  lists — 
either  as  a  motor  carrier  or  as  a  warehouse. 
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The  data  presented  in  Part  3  of  this  report 
represent  the  firms  rendering  a  mixed  public 
warehousing  and  trucking  service  not  subject 
to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  eco- 
nomic regulation.  However,  the  data  refer  only 
to  the  trucking  activities  of  those  firms. 


SURVEY  METHODS 

The  survey  methods  used  for  each  of  the 
three  classes  of  carrier  activity  differed  in  sev- 
eral aspects,  and  consequently  are  described 
separately. 

The  truck  carrier  phase  was  based  on  a 
gross  probability  sample  of  9,656  motor  car- 
riers of  property  selected  from  a  stratified  list 
of  about  70,000  firms  that  were  classified  in 
the  Social  Security  records  as  being  engaged 
primarily  in  the  for-hire  trucking  industry  (see 
"Scope"  above).  Firms  were  classified  into 
three  strata  based  on  number  of  employees, 
and  were  selected  as  follows  (the  sampling  frac- 
tion is  the  proportion  of  carriers  selected  in 
each  size  class  to  the  total  in  each  class):

The  enumeration  was  done  by  mail.  A 
copy  of  Form  TC-301  (see  appendix)  was  sent 
to  each  carrier  or  firm  in  the  gross  sample. 
Some  94  percent  of  the  schedules  were  re- 
turned completed,  1  percent  were  postmaster 
returns,  and  5  percent  were  nonresponse.  Since 
the  "universe"  lists  included  some  carriers  that 
were  subject  to  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion economic  regulation  as  well  as  other 
establishments  that  were  not  within  the  scope 
of  the  survey,  the  answers  to  the  form  were 
used  not  only  to  obtain  the  essential  data, 
but  also  to  "screen  out"  the  carriers  that  would 
not  have  been  canvassed,  if  the  facts  had  been 
known  in  advance.  The  most  important  "out-of- 
scope"  class  was  the  ICC  regulated  carriers 
which  were  identified  by  their  answer  to  ques- 
tion "2"  of  Form  TC-301.  If  a  carrier  was 
subject  to  ICC  regulation,  it  was  not  requested 
to  supply  data  for  any  other  questions  on  the 
form.  Other  "out-of-scope"  cases  included  the 
customary  types,  such  as  those  who  no  longer 
were  in  the  trucking  business. 

The  net  sample  of  truck  carriers  (i.e., 
after  removing  the  "out-of-scope"  carriers  men- 
tioned above)  consisted  of  4,305  truck  carriers, 
distributed  by  type  as  shown  in  the  first  column 
of  the  following  table.  The  estimated  total 
number  of  truck  carriers  in  the  "universe"  is 
shown  in  the  second  column.

The  bus  carrier  phase  was  conducted  by  a 
complete  enumeration  of  firms  classified  in  the 
Social  Security  record  as  described  in  the 
"Scope"  section  of  this  report  above.  A  copy 
of  Form  TC-302  was  mailed  to  each  firm  on 
the  list.  Some  91  percent  of  the  schedules 
were  returned  completed,  2  percent  were  post- 
master returns,  and  7  percent  were  non- 
response.  Since  those  lists  included  ICC 
regulated  carriers  and  miscellaneous  types  of 
passenger  transport  not  included  within  the 
customary  meaning  of  "bus  carriers,"  the 
questionnaires  were  used  to  screen  the  opera- 
tions that  were  out  of  scope  as  well  as  to  ob- 
tain facts  concerning  the  in-scope  carriers. 
Among  the  major  out-of-scope  classes  were 
the  ICC  regulated  interstate  bus  lines,  and  the 
ambulance,  hearse,  and  funeral-limousine 
service  establishments. 

Trucking  by  public  warehouses  also  was  a 
complete  enumeration.  It  was  integrated  with 
the  public  warehousing  inquiry  of  the  census 
of  business,  so  that  the  single  form  (CB-42B) 
served  both  purposes  and  reduced  the  number 
of  reports  that  otherwise  would  have  been 
needed.  The  information  was  collected  by  mail. 
Warehouses  that  reported  trucking  service  sub- 
ject to  ICC  economic  regulation  were  not  in- 
cluded in  the  tabulations. 

SAMPLING  VARIABILITY 

The  term  "sampling  variability"  refers  to 
the  differences  that  would  be  expected  between 
results  of  a  sample  survey  and  the  results  that 
would  have  been  obtained  from  a  complete 
enumeration  of  all  carriers. 

Sampling  was  used  only  for  the  truck  car- 
rier phase.  Both  of  the  other  phases  were 
based  on  complete  enumerations.  Conse- 
quently, sampling  variability  was  involved  only 
in  the  truck-carrier  data. 

The  total  revenues  of  all  truck  carriers 
within  the  scope  of  this  survey  are  estimated 
to  have  been  about  $2.30  billion  during  1963, 
as  shown  in  table  1  of  the  truck  carrier  section. 
The  sampling  variability  for  that  figure  is  esti- 
mated to  be  about  plus  or  minus  2  percent. 
This  may  be  interpreted  to  mean  that  the 
chances  are  about  two  out  of  three  that  the 


total  revenues  that  would  have  been  reported 
by  a  complete  enumeration  (rather  than  the 
sample)  would  be  within  a  range  of  2  percent 
above  or  below  the  figure  estimated  by  the 
sample.  In  dollar  terms,  the  chances  are  about 
two  out  of  three  that  the  total  revenues  were 
not  more  than  about  $2.34  billion  nor  less  than 
about  $2.25  billion. 

Estimates  of  total  revenue  and  relative 
sampling  variability  of  those  estimates  for  each 
of  the  major  classes  of  truck  carriers  are  shown 
in  the  following  table:

THE  MOTOR  CARRIER  INDUSTRY 

MOTOR  CARRIERS  OF  PROPERTY.  The  motor 
carriers  of  property  (for-hire  truck  carriers) 
may  be  classified  into  two  broad  classes — 
those  that  are  subject  to  economic  regulation 
by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  and 
those  that  are  not.  As  shown  by  the  ac- 
companying table,  there  were  about  57,800 
carriers  in  the  United  States  in  1963.  Of  that 
number,  about  14,800  were  subject  to  ICC 
regulation  and  about  43,000  were  not.  How- 
ever, as  measured  in  terms  of  operating  reve- 
nues, the  relative  position  of  the  two  is  reversed. 
The  regulated  carriers  generate  about  $8.4 
billion  as  compared  with  about  $2.3  billion  for 
the  others. 

Roughly  55  percent  of  the  operating  reve- 
nues of  truck  carriers  not  subject  to  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  regulation  were  re- 
ported by  carriers  engaged  primarily  in  local 
service  and  45  percent  by  carriers  principally

in  intercity  service  (including  interstate-exempt 
service).  On  the  average,  these  non-ICC  regu- 
lated carriers  tend  to  be  smaller  than  the  inter- 
state (i.e.,  regulated)  group.  As  shown  by  the 
table,  carriers  subject  to  ICC  regulation  average 
about  $568,000  operating  revenue  per  carrier 
as  compared  with  $53,000  per  carrier  in  the 
class  covered  by  this  survey. 

MOTOR   CARRIERS   OF   PERSONS.     The    bus 

industry  for  purposes  of  this  report,  is  classi- 
fied into  two  broad  groups — carriers  subject  to 
regulation  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission, and  those  that  are  not.2  Out  of  total 
operating  revenues  of  slightly  more  than  one- 
billion  dollars  by  all  bus  carriers  in  1963, 
almost  $700  million  were  earned  by  carriers 
subject  to  ICC  regulations  and  $400  million  by

the  others.  As  indicated  by  the  accompanying 
table,  carriers  subject  to  ICC  regulation  repre- 
sent somewhat  less  than  half  the  total  number 
of  carriers  engaged  principally  in  intercity 
service,  but  generated  over  95  percent  of  the 
total  operating  revenues  for  this  class  of  carrier. 
On  the  other  hand,  ICC  regulated  carriers  in 
local  and  other  services  constitute  only  a  small 
portion  of  this  class  of  bus  service,  both  in 
terms  of  the  number  of  bus  carriers  and  in 
total  operating  revenues. 

TRUCKING  BY  PUBLIC  WAREHOUSES.  A  total 
of  1,286  public  warehouses  were  reported  to 
have  rendered  trucking  services  to  the  public. 
The  revenues  from  trucking  accounted  for  $79 
million  out  of  a  total  revenue  of  $139  million 
from  all  services  by  these  public  warehouses. 
Most  of  the  trucking  revenues  were  for  local 
services.
